WHAT 


STRAY CATS, 


Tlie New York Health Dopartmeiit has ortlerotl a round-up of 
etray cats. There are more of them than usual at this time of 
year, because* so many people leaving town lor the summer simply 
turn their cats adrift instead of taking them along. 
A homeless 
cat in never a lovely thing, iM)r a safe thing. The health onk*ers 
say ttie animals lU’e dangerous because they spreatl disease, by bit­ 
ing and scratching, and still niore by carrying contagious diseases 
and spreading them through the community. 
The same problem exists ev‘'rywhere. Indeed, it has been said 
that it is often more .serious in a small tAwn than in the average 
one, because there are more cats in comparison with the human 
population. Casea have often been found of serious diseases spread 
through rural districts by cats. 
Though the New York authorities do not mention it particu­ 
larly, there is another objection to stray cats that should have 
great weight everywhere. They are nearly always relentless and 
pernicious bird-killers. Even the most respectable tabby is prone 
to turn hunter by night, and txjnduct herselt as a beast of prey, 
with binls and stiuirrels for her quarry. The squirrels might pos­ 
sibly be ignortxi. out the birds are needed, for their beauty and 
song and for the sei*vicea they render humanity ip killing destruc­ 
tive insects. 
As between the birds and the cats, it would be woilh while, if 
necessary, to sacrifice all the cats. It is not necessaiy, though, if 
the strays are killed and the rest are kept locked up at night, like 
dangerous dogs, instead of being turned loose to roam as they 
usually are.

ready restored in almost every part of the country seems to cor­ 
roborate Cen. Obregon’* I oast that 98 per cent of the people are 
with him. And this, bo it rioted, is in the midst of a presidential 
campaign. 
It is easy always to make mistakes in judging Mexico. 
Still, 
this apparently widespread acquiescence does seem to mean noth­ 
ing less than general agreement with the purposes professed by 
the new government. If this is true, and ii Obregon as the spokes­ 
man of that government is to be trusted, the situation is certainly 
more hopeful for better relations with Mexico than Americans 
could have expected. 
Gen. Obregon in his latest interview is quoted as saying that 
•there is only one party in the country," that Carranza did great 
harm to Mexico with his anti-Americanism, and that the new re­ 
gime seeks a1 ove everything else to “restore credit, end militar­ 
ism, get all the children in school, and deserve, by all means in its 
power, the friendship and close co-operation of the United States 
and all other countries.” 

Can it be that, alter all, Mex­ 
ico is going' to prove able to solve its own problems, anil save the 
United States from a big, costly and disagreeable job?

Germany agreed to reduce her army to a maximum of 200,000 
men, and two weeks ago had over 400,000 still under arms. 
She 
has delivered none of the airplanes she promised, and has an air 
personnel of 3,000 men still .mobilized. She should have less than 
2,000 machine guns, and has 26,(KH), lier legitimate stock of guns 
should consist of not more than 204 light field pieces and 84 how­ 
itzers, and she has no less than 22,OOO guns still known to be in 
her possession, with thousands more suspected. 
Estopped from manufacturing additional armament, she is still 
making cannon right under the noses of allied inspectors. Kenectnly 
there were discovered in the Krupp works at Essen, by accident, 
OO illicit field pieces, 180 ammunition wagons and hundreds of shell 
cases hidden from the allied control commission. 
Vast quantities 
of small arms are known to be stored in secret, all of which should 
have been turned over to the allies for destruction.

Tile New York Health Department has ordered a round-up of 
stray cats. 
There are more of them than usual at til is time of 
year, because so many people leaving town ior the summer s im p ly 
turn their eats adrift instead of taking them along. 
A homeless 
cat in never a lovely thing, nor a safe thing. The health officers 
gay tile animals are dangerous because they spread disease, by bit 
lug and scratching, and still more by carrying contagious diseases 
and spreading them through the community. 
Tile same problem exists everywhere. Indeed, it has been said 
that it is often more serious in a small town than in the avenge 
one, because there are more cats in comparison with the human 
population. Cases have often been found of serious diseases spread 
through rural districts by cats. 
Though the New York authorities do not mention it particu­ 
larly, there* is another objection to stray cats that should have 
great weight everywhere. They are nearly always relentless and 
pernicious bird-killers. Even the most respectable tabby is prone 
to turn hunter by night, and conduct herself as a beast of prey, 
with birds and squirrels far her quarry. The squirrels might pos­ 
sibly be ignored, but the birds are needed, for their beauty and 
song and for the services they render humanity in killing destruc­ 
tive insects. 
As between the birds and the cats, it would be worth while, ii 
necessary, to sacrifice all the cats. It is not necessary, though, if 
the strays are killed and the rest are kept locked up at night, like 
dangerous dogs, instead of being turned loose to roam aa they 
usually are.

The fact that quiet is al­ 
ready restored in almost every part, of the country seems to cor­ 
roborate Gen. Obregon’s t oast that 98 per cent of the people ii re 
with him. And this, bo it not*Jd, is in the midst of a presidential 
campaign. 
It is easy always to make mistakes in judging Mexico. 
Still, 
this appalentJy widespread acquiescence does seem to mean noth­ 
ing less than general agreement with the purposes professed by 
the new government. If this is true, and if Obregon as the spokes­ 
man of that government is to he trusted, the situation is certainly 
more hopeful for la tter relations with Mexico than Americans 
could have expected. 
Gen. Obregon in his latest interview is quoted as saying that 
•there is only one party in the country,” that Carranza did great 
harm to Mexico with his anti-Americanism, and that tile new re­ 
gime seeks a1 ove everything else to ‘‘restore credit, end militar­ 
ism, get all Hie children in school, and deserve, by all means in its 
power, the friendship and dose co-operation of the United States 
and all other countries.”

No reparation pay­ 
ments have yet been made. Less than half the quantity of coal 
agreed upon has been delivered to France. Suyeh>nuitters as these, 
friends of Germany may argue, result from the extreme difficulty 
of doing any better. Germany is admittedly handicapped in labor 
and resources. Rut any such explanation is discredited by the use 
Germany is making of what labor and resources she has, to swell 
her military power when she is under obligations to deplete it 
This is them ost serious part of the situation. 
Germany agreed to reduce her army to a maximum of 200,000 
men, and two weeks ago had over 400,000 still under arms. She 
has delivered none of the airplanes she promised, and has an air 
personnel of 3,000 men still mobilized. She should huvc less than 
2,000 machine girns, and has 26,0(H). lier legitimate stock of guns 
should consist of not more than 204 light field pieces and H I how­ 
itzers, and site bas no less titan 22,000 guns still known to be in 
lier possession, with thousands more suspected. 
Estopped from manufacturing additional armament, she is still 
making cannon right under the noses of allied inspectors. Reneetnly 
there were discovered in the Krupp works at Essen, by accident, 
CO illicit field pieces, 180 ammunition w agons and hundreds of shell 
cases hidden from the allied control commission. Vast quantities 
of small arms are know n to be stored in secret, all of which should 
have been turned over to the allies for destruction. 
It is no wonder that France still fears Germany, and is insist 
ent on st net enforcement of tho treaty terms.

STRAY CATS. 


The New York Health Department has ordered a round-up of 
stray cats. There are more of them than usual at this time of 
year, because so many people leaving town for the gummer simply 
turn their cats adrift instead of taking them along. A homeless 
cat ic never a lovely thing, nor a safe thing. The health officers 
t>ay t i l e animals are dangerous because they s p r e a d disease, by bit­ 
ing and scratching, and still more by carrying contagious diseases 
and spreading them through the conununity. 
The same problem exists everywhere. Indeed, it has been said 
that it is often more serious in a small town than in the average 
one, because there are more eats in comparison with the human 
population. Cases have often been found of serious diseases spread 
through rural districts by cats. 
Though the New York authorities do not mention it particu­ 
larly, there is another objection to stray cats that should have 
great weight everywhere. They are nearly always relentless and 
pernicious bi rd-killers. Even the most respectable tabby is prone 
to turn bunter by night, and conduct herself as a beast of prey, 
with birds and squirrels for her quarry. The squirrels might pos­ 
sibly be ignored, but the birds are needed, for their beauty and 
song anti for the service® they render humanity in killing destruc­ 
tive insects. 
As between the birds anti the cals, it would be worth while, if 
necessary, to sacrifice all the cats. It is not necessary, though, if 
the strays are killed and the rest are kept locked up at nil?lit, like 
dangerous dogs, instead of being turned loose to roam as they 
usually are.
